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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural 

District  Council. 

±ur.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  'my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  3ist,  1944,  which  is  in  the  form  suggested  by  Circular 
4y/45  (Wales). 

in  my  last  Report,  it  was  hoped  that  the  provision  of  an 
adequate  water  supply  for  the  Rural  District  would  have  com- 
menced during  the  following  year,  i.e. , during  this  year.  It  is 
therefore  regrettable  to  see  that  very  little  if  any  forward  steps 
in  this  matter  have  been  taken,  though  it  is  only  fan  to  state  that 
no  fault  or  delay  rests  upon  the'  Rural  District  Council. 

An  adequate  water  supply,  together  with  an  extensive 
housing  programme,  must  be  the  watchword  of  the  Council  for 
many  future  years,  and  I trust  that  the  members  of  .the  Council 
will  give  to  these  matters  their  most  urgent  attention. 

The  health  of  the  public  has  remained  at  a fairly  high  level 
during  the  year,  and  the  Public  Health  Staff  have  contributed 
very  largely  to  this  by  their  vigilance  and  energy. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
Staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staffs  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  help.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

'Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues 
to  give  most  valuable  assistance  to  the  Public  Health  Department. 
This  Laboratory  is  fast  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the  Health 
Service  of  the  Co'mmunity.  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  active  and  willing  co-operation  of  Doctors  Fry  and 
Boissard. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  Engineer,  has  provided  details  of  work 
carried  out  during  the  year.  He  reports  as  follows:  — 

General. 

During  the  year  the  various  water  undertakings  in  the  Rural 
District  were,  as  far  as  possible,  maintained  in  proper  repair  and 
operated  satisfactorily.  The  Chlorinating  Plants  installed  on  the 
Llanarthney  and  Llanddarog  and  St.  Ishmael  Water  Supplies 
received  unremitting  attention,  and  proved  to  be  of  great  assistance 
in  maintaining  a high  degree  of  purity  to  both  waters. 

A large  number  of  tappings  have  been  earned  out  and 
numerous  Public  Standpipes  have  been  removed.  In  order  to 
eliminate  the  use  of  Public  Standpipes,  consumers  are  being  en- 
couraged to  cormect  their  properties  to  the  main. 

I may  add,  of  course,  that  in  all  schemes  contemplated  in  the 
near  future  no  Standpipes  will  be  erceted  unless  by  their  exclusion 
it  will  be  found  to  cause  hardship. 

Llanarthney  and  Llanddaro,g. 

During  the  year  a cotnprehensive  report  was  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  with  reference  to  the  in- 
stallation of  a Softening  Unit  in  order  to  reduce  the  high  degree 
of  temporary  hardness  contained  in:  the  Capel  Springs. 

The  application,  unfortunately,  was  turned  down,  and  it  was 
decided  to  open  negotiations  with  the  Llanelly  Rural  District 
Council  for  a supply  in  bulk,  for  mixing  purposes,  in  an  attempt 
to  alleviate  the  high  degree  of  hardness  in  the  existing  supply. 

Whitland. 

It  was  decided  to  instal  a,  Chlorinating  Plant  on  this  supply, 
and  arrangements  are  now  in  hand  to  acquire  a suitable  Unit. 


SAMPLES  OF  WATER  TAKEN  DURING  THE  YEAR. 
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Sampling  of  Water  Supplies. 

Sampling  of  water  supplies,  and  particularly  of  those  areas 
which  are  dependent  on  wells,  is  carried  out  as  carefully  as  possible. 
When  a water  supply  is  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  know  what  action  to  take,  as  in  practically 
e-very  case  the  water  supply  is  thie  one  and  only  supply  for  that 
particular  area.  The  provision  of  an  adequate  water  supply  on  a 
regional  basis  is  long  overdue. 

At  present  about  one-third  of  the  houses  in  the  rural  area 
have  water  laid  on  to  they-  houses  from  the  mains. 

With  the  exception  of  one  source  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent’  action.  The  source  in  question  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  Magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  repeated 
t-ests  of  water  in  these  sendee  mains  have  never  shown  any 
plu'mb o- solvent  action. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  57  Elementary  Schools  (58  Departments)  in  the 
area.  One  new  School  was  opened  in  the  District  during  the  year 
— Llanmiloe  Council.  No  Schools  were  permanently  closed.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  area  is  divided  into  three  sections,  each  of  which  is 
supervised  by  a Sanitary!  Inspector.  Emergency  war  work,  in- 
cluding A.R.P.,  Salvage,  Evacuation,  etc.,  has  continued  to  cause 
interruptions  in  the  normal  services  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  May,  1944,  a Rodent  Control  Scheme  was  inaugurated  for 
the  rural  area.  As  the  year  progressed  this  Scheme  has  advanced 
in  both  its  efficiency  and  the  range  of  operations.  Undoubtedly  it 
will  remain  as  a permanent  feature  of  work  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area.  The  scheme  is  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wm.  Williams,  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  reports  as  follows:  — 
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In  May,  1944,  the  Council  appointed  two  full-time  operators 
to  carry  out  rodent  control,  'measures  in  the  Rural  District. 

These  appointments  were  necessary  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  require'ments  of  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  and  to  perform 
the  additional  duties  imposed  on  the  Council  consequent  upon 
their  acceptance  of  powers  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 
Act,  1919,  from  the  County  Council. 

Much  useful  work  lias  been  done  since  the  operators  com- 
menced on  their  duties,  and  during  the  year  a total  of  124  premises 
were  treated  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  technique  followed  in  the  control  measures  adopted  is 
that  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  which,  stated  briefly, 
is  the  pre-baiting  of  infested  premises  with  non-poison  baits  on 
three  consecutive  days,  followed  by  baiting  with  poison  baits  on 
the  fifth  day,  after  allowing  a lapse!  of  one  day,  and  devoting  the 
sixth  day  to  an  inspection  of  the  pre'mises  treated  to  recover  dead 
rats  and  unconsumed  poison  baits  for  safe  disposal. 

The  poisons  chiefly  used  are  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Red  Squill, 
with  Sausage  Rusk  as  the  principal  pre-bait  medium.  Gassing  is 
resorted  to'  in  certain  instances. 

This  Service  has  been  favourably  received  by  the  general 
public,  despite  the  fact  that  a charge  is  made  for  treating  infested 
premises,  and  with  increased  publicity  of  the  .satisfactory  results 
achieved  this  co-operation  will  no  doubt  be  improved  and  main- 
tained in  the  future. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER.  ’ 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

No  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
Twenty-six  cases  of  S'carlet  Fever  were  notified,  twenty-three 
cases  of  Measles  and  twenty-eight  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  Only 
two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  These  two  cases  were  removed  to 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  no  death  occurred. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  during 
the  year  being  98.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  was  carried  out 
at  the  Schools!,  but  it  was  only)  found  possible  to  find  time  to  visit 
five  schools.  The  majority  of  the  children  attending  the  Schools 
have  been  immunised,  and  very  few  school-children  have  not  been 
done.  This  means  that  a visit  to  a School  entailing  travelling  many 
miles  results  in  one  or  two  children  presenting  themselves  for  im- 
munisation on  arrival. 

Children  under*  five  years  of  age  were  brought  to  the  Schools 
to  be  immunised,  but  the  scattered  nature  of  the  District  makes 
it  difficult  to  gather  them  together.  Frequently  parents  have  to 
travel  a distance  of  three  miles'  to  a School,  and  in  wet  weather 
the  parents  just  do  not  bother  to  attend. 

Immunisation  takes  place  at  the  Clinic,  Pond  Street,  Car- 
marthen, on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  'month,  and  children  from 
the  rural  area  can  attend  here  if  they  so  desire — frequently 
parents  from  the  rural  area  come  into  the  town  to  do  their 
shopping,  and,  it  would  be  a good  thing  if  they  arranged  to  come 
along  with  their  children  to  the  Clinic  for  purposes  of  immunisa- 
tion. 
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Children  Aged  5 — 15  Years. 

Number  immunised  during!  the  year — 29. 

The  number  of  children  aged  5 — 15  years  resident  in  the  area 
as  at  ,31st  December,  1944,  was  4,115,  of  which  nu'mber  3,311  have 
been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  giving  a percentage  of  80.4 
per  cent.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDERS. 

I 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  one  farmer  in  the 
area  in  respect  of  offences  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders.  A 
fine  totalling  £11  11s.  Od.  and  £2  2s.  Od.  cost  was  imposed  by  the 
Magistrates. 

It  is  important  for  farmers  to  realise  that  they  have  an 
obligation  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  to>  produce  milk  in  a 
clean  and  wholesome  condition,  and  as  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
'ment  is  the  guardian  of  the  public’s  health  it  cannot,  and  will  not 
tolerate  some  of  the  conditions  which  are  found  at  milk  producing 
farms. 

The  general  standard  throughout  the  area  is  good,  and  it  is 
not  fair  to  these  farmers  that  others  should  continue  milk  pro- 
duction under  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Mr.  D.  Pi.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector,  County  Council,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  w^ork  done  under  the  above  Act,  in  the  area  of 
the  Carmarthen  Bural  District  Council  during  the  year:  —

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Legal  Proceedings. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  thirty-tliree 
of  the  samples  of  milk  alleged  to  have  been  adulterated.  Fines 
totalling  £171  10s.  0d.,  plus  costs,  amounting  to  £31  12s.  0d., 
were  imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

Two  cases  were  dismissed,  one  on  the  grounds  that  the  sa'mple 
was  taken  after  the  churn  of  milk  had  been  taken  from  the  pro- 
ducer’s stand.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given,  but  was  abandoned 
when  it  became  known  that  two  other  authorities  had  lodged 
appeals  to  a higher  court  on  the  same  grounds.  One  of  these 
appeals  has  now  been  heard,  and  the  decision  was  in  favour  of 
the  prosecuting  authority. 

The  other  case  was  lost  on  the  submission  of  the  defence  that 
the  sample  had  not  been  divided  “ then  and  there  ” in  the  presence 
of  the  seller  or  his  agent. 

The  servant  of  one  milk  retailer  was  prosecuted  for  obstruct- 
ing the  sampling  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duties,  and  a fine 
of  £1  was  imposed. 

In  addition  to  the  above  samples,  eight  “ Appeal  to  Cow 
samples  were  taken  at  the'  request  and  on;  behalf  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  Siwansea  Corporation. 

Wines  and  Spirits. 

Number  of  samples  taken — 3. 

Two  sa'mples  of  whisky  were  certified  to  contain  respectively 
8.6  per  cent,  and  31  per  cent,  of  added  water.  Both  samples  were 
purchased  from  the  same  seller,  who  was  prosecuted  and  fined 
£2  10s.  Od.i  with  £1  costs  in  each  case,  making  a total  of  £7. 

Miscellaneous  And  dies  of  Food. 

Nineteen  samples  of  various  articles  of  Food  were  taken  in- 
formally, one  of  which  was  reported  to  be  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption owing,  to  infestation  by  Meal  Mite.
